STORMS. 


Seventeen ‘Are Lost on Great 
“Lakes and Crew Has 


Wires Go Down, Communica- 
tion Is Cut Off and * 
port 


HICAGO, April 7.—-[Exelustve Dis- 
Patch. ] Terrific storm wept over 
the middle west portions of the 
South and the entire Bast today, caus- 
ing many deaths and injuries and enor- 
mous property loss. East of Chicas 
telegraphic communication has been 
practically breken since early in the 
afternoon, and the extént.of the dam- 
age cannot be ascertained. 

In Chicago the wind attafned the 
dimensions of a hmrricane. , 

The greatest single disaster is report- 
ed from Cleveland, where two boats 


‘carrying sixteen men are missing, and 


it is regarded as almost certain that 
all have perished. This would bring the 
total deaths, so far as known on the 
Great Lakes, up to twenty-two. 

It is known that eight persons wera 
killed at various points in Michigan. It 
is regarded as certain late tonight that 
this number will be increased to eleven.

| President Taft Is Referee in 


the Puzzling Case. 


Distillers ‘Anxious to Have 
Old Ruling Reversed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, April 7.— What is 
whisky, anyway?" 

President Taft was referee again to- 
day in a White House discussion held 
to find the answer to this query. 
Among ‘the lawyers present were 
Joseph H. Choate, former Ambassador | 
to England, and John G. Carlisle, for- 
mer Secretary of the Treasury. In ad- 
dition there were present the repre- 
sentatives of virtually all the big dis- 
tilleries of this country. 

Mr. Choate appeared for Canadian 
Interests. Mr. 
Kentucky distillers. 
Atty.-Gen. Wickersham, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson and Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley, the pure food expert, were 
among the government representatives. 
Under the ruling of former Atty.- 
Gen. Bonaparte, ell whisky not aged 
and from fuse] oll by several 
years storage in white oak barrels, 
which have been charred on the inside, 
has been made subject to labeling un- 
der the head of “imitation” or com- 
pound” whisky. 

The distillers ‘who purify their. prod - 
uct by higher forms of mechanical 
rectification and redistillation are anx- 
ious to have this ruling reversed, de- 
claring that they are suffering dam- 
age from the system of labeling now 
in vogue, whereas their whisky is as 
pure and free from deleterious in- 
gredients as the whisky rectified in 
the old-fashioned way and now re- 
ed as the only “straight” whisky 
on the market. 

Most Scotch whiskies and some high 
grades of rye and sour mash in ‘use 
in this country are now classed as 
“imitation.” | 

After the conference it was an- 
nounced the whole matter would be 
referred to Solicitor-General Bowers, 
Department of Justice, who will take 
testimony.

Dentists for Navy. ‘

_AT FORT DE FRANCE. 


ORT DE FRANCE 
April 7.—Cipriano Oastro, in 4 
rage against the British govern- 
ment and the State Department at 
Washington, left the steamer Guade- 
loupe at this port today and has taken 
up quarters on shore. 

Finding all ports in the West Indies 
excepting Fort de France barred 
against him, his present coursé was 
the only one left open to the former 
Venezuelan dictator. 

Castro's wife will continue on board 
the Guadeloupe to La Guayra. 

The American cruiser Montana came 
into port todey. 

The decision of the British govern: 
ment, acting on a request from the 
State Department, not to let him land 
at Trinidad was unofficially communi- 
cated to Castro this morning. The 
former President of Venezuela was ex- 
ceedingly annoyed and angry at this 
decision, which he characteri as a 
violation of the rights of man. 
furiously angry with the American 
government and the French steamship 
co y. The latter has refused to 
let him continue on beard the Guaée- 
loupe to Colon. 

After expressing his annoyance at 
the unexpected turn in his affairs Cas- 
tro disclaimed the bellicose intentions 
with regard to the existing political 
situation in Venesuela which he has 
been credited with, and he declared 
that his only purpose in returning to 
Venesuela was to give his attention to 
his private business. 

Castro will be attended during his 
stay here by his private secretary and 
a body servant. He appears still to 
be in ill-health.

1 White denied the report that he 
had been offered a foreign minister- 
ship, and stated that he has returned 
here for a complete rest.

FIRST REFRIGERATING OUTFIT 
OF GOVERNMENT.

Housed in Box Car is Mass of Ma- 
chinery to Be Used in Citrus Ex- 
periments—Later, Will Be Operated 
in Northern Part of State—Grove 
Sold. 


RIVERSIDE, April T. — The first ex- 
perimental refrigeration plant sent out 
by the Department of Agriculture has 
arrived here, and in a few days the 
government will begin a series of ex- 
periments on the precooling of cars of 
fruit, under scientific conditions. 

This portable plant is an entirely 
new idea in the refrigerating. business. 
It is installed in one-half of an in- 
geniously-built box car. The other 
half is an insulated coil room, contain- 
img_about 6200 feet of 1\%-inch extra 
heavy continuous welded ammonia 
coils, with expansion and stop valves. 

The machinery consists of a thirty- 
five-horse-power kerosene engine, 
which drives a twelve-ton ice machine, 
a two-kilowatt generator for lighting 
and power, a forty-five-inch blower for 
sending air.to be cooled over the coils, 
a centrifugal brine pump and a triple 
pump. There are also a ‘forty-two- 
inch double pipe ammonia condenser, 
two large liquid ammonia receivers, an 


storage speed ing counter- 
shaft, and the compiete piping and 
fittings for the ke e, water, am- 
monia and oli lines. 


The plant is installed in a space 
practically twenty feet long by seven 
feet wide, and six feet, six inches high.
